This notion, however trifling it may feem, may yet 
be of great ufe, efpecially in ftudious life. Whenever 
we reflect upon the agreeable viciffitude of the feafons, 
we are always {ure to fingle {pring out as moft worthy 
our admiration. “Tis then that nature recovers herfelf, 
as it were from her winter ague ; and diffufes an univer- 
fal fprightlinefs through the animal, as well as vegetable 
world. °Tis then too, that the faculties of man re- 
ceive a brisker movement, and his imagination feems to 
teem with fertility of thought. If then we are fpecu- 
latively poffeffed of fo great advantages, practice would 
quickly make them real. When the whole creation has 
roufed itfelf, and the little feathered people are chearful- 
ly inviting us to partake of the benefits of the morn- 
aah We ought to refcue ourfelves from a captivating in- 
dolence, and put ourfelves upon the exertion of thofe fa- 
culties, which a moderate refrefhment has rendered fit 
for aétion, and which would be fo much brightened 
and affifted by the temperature and fragrance of the 
morning. By this we Id have the teafon we pre- 
tend to be fo enameured with, continued to us the

Simplicity confifts in the plain harmony or agreeat 
nefs of the parts; which, when framed with an ex 
proportion to each other, produce that which is 
Jimple beauty : therefore aes comprehends arm: 
and confequently deauty. Now permit me to eXamin 
the parts of this re and fee whether they ha 
that juft proportion which they ought. . 
In the firit place, againft the lower part of this fron 
is placed a Doric pediment, fupported {in his own taft 
by double pillafters ; a practice never to be ufedy b 
when it is requifite that an intercolumnation fhould b 
very great. The intercolumnation of the Doric order, 
always to be regulated by the triglyphs and metops i 
the freeze: wherein "tis to be always obferved, th 
the breadth of each triglyph be equal to half the diam 
ter of the pillafter or column at its bafe ; and that the m 
tops or intervals between them, appear precifely {q 
Now to effect this, much judgment is required ;> and 
in many cafes the breadth of buildings will not admi 
fuch diitances between to be fquare; which is the caf 
of this front. Wherefore in all {ach cafes, no triglyphi 
are to be ufed ; and the freeze fhould be entirely ht n 
as the freeze of the entablature we are now {peaking ¢ 
fhould have been : but inftead thereof, the triglyphs 
here falfly introduced; and have made the two outer 
mctops, parallelograms, inftead of geometrical fquares. 
As ‘tis a fault to break or interrupt the courfe or ex- 
tent of large members, it muft be a greater to be guilt 
of the like practice in {mall ones. With this the archi 
tect is here chargeable in the cornices of the two doors 
to this front, that are broken by a kind of unmeaning 
tables, which are not, nor can te applied to any ufe, 
and in their forms are very difagreeable. ‘The archi- 
traves of thefe two doors are intolerably bad, being bro- 
ken and returned, juft under their cornices; where they 
fhould have been itrait and entire. ‘That part of the 
tower next abeve the pediment is much too low: if 
its height had been equal to its breadth, it would have 
given an elegance to the whole, which is much wanted 3 
and the clumly pillafters, at its quoins, would have had 
altitude proportionable to their breadths, which ‘now 
are little more (if any) than five diameters in height, 
and therefore two degrees belypw Tufcan. The ruftic 
courfes in this part of the tower having no perpen- 
dicular joints, by no means repre(fent this part of bahar 
as they ought to do; and thofe horizontal channels, 
cut out, are a weakening, initead of an ornament to the 
building. The uppermoft {quare part of the tower, 
wherein the Ionic order is introduced, is a well corifi- 
dered part, and demands a more lofty and elegant finiffi- 
ing, than the prefent placed thereon ; and which fhould 
have confiited at leait of three orders of coluifins, py- 
ramidicaliy placed, fultaining a fpire, &c. of eafy and 
gradual diminution. Fortis the loftinefs and elegancy 
of buildings, that make the views of cities magnificent. 
From what has been faid, it appears, that the inter- 
columnation of the Doric pillafters, the forms of the 
outer metops, and the ornaments of the doors, are 
falfe. That the fecond ftory of the tower is much too 
low ; its pillafters too fhore for their breadth ; its height 
divided into horizontal channellings, of too fmall alti- 
tude 5 which have a mean, ummeaning afpect, weaken 
the building, and in no wife anfwer the end of ruttics 
as attempted. That the circular cupola is too low, and 
wants a greater elevation, to be proportionable to the 
Tonic order beneath. Indeed, if its upper part next ah 
der the vale, which finifhes the whole, was fomewhat 
lets maflive, it would make it lefs inelegant. Now if 
all this be £mp/e, ee om and harmonious, it will Be 
difficult to fhew us a building which js not fo. | 
VI. Bedlam is fituated in a fine view, and would haye 
admitted of a large portico; but here our Critic has 
no thought of fuch an ornament; which is the only 
one that can add toits grandeur. Is it not furprifing, 
that this judge of tafte can fancy that a portico wold 
look well againit the Eaf- ladia-beap, in a narrow pent- 
up itreet ;and not againft the entrance into Bedlam, before 
which is one of the moft beautiful openings which ate 
to be found in any part about town? 
The two ftames, lying on the peers of the gate, madeb 
the late ingenious Mr. Cisper, are indeed two matchle 
pieces of art and which, as our critic fays, cam never 
be juficiently admired or praifed ; but fot whit hie has 
not told us. Had he explained the piflions they exprets, 
and informed us, that the one repreiented melancholic,
